theme, writes magnificently on 
the sternal task of the true uni- 
versity. He said: 


Eternal 


“The eternal task of a univer- 
sity, any university worthy of 
the name, is the pursuit of truth. 


If our universities are to work | 


effectively and to make progress 
toward the accomplishment of 
this great fundamental task to 
which they are dedicated, one 
condition is indispensable. They 
must be able to live and work in 


an atmosphere of complete in- | 


tellectual freedom. 

“This freedom, it is true, has 
been claimed as a shield by indi- 
viduals who have sometimes be- 
trayed its most elementary obli- 
gations. It has been derided by 
bigots as an effort by scholars 
to claim special privileges for 
themselves. Yet when all absurd- 
ities are brushed away the fact 
remains that complete intellec- 


tual freedom must be the corner- | 


stone of any university. 


“Intellectual freedom is not a 
special privilege, of course. 
Rather, it is a condition which is 
basic to the ability of a commu- 
nity of scholars to serve a free 
society. If the university is not 
free, then all other institutions 
of human freedom—a free press, 
freedom of religion and democ- 
racy itself—are in deadly jeop- 
ardy.” 


The Mind. 


Dr. Kirk’s statement points up 
the problem. 

Everywhere there is a strug- 
gle to contro] the mind of man, 
to prevent him the right to 
knowledge and its use. Some- 
times it takes curious turns, as 
for instance, the recent revela- 
tion that ‘‘Facts Forum,”’ a tele- 
vision show, is really the promo- 
tion of a Texas oil man, H. L. 
Hunt, who reportedly made con- 
tributions to more than one can- 
didate in the presidential cam- 
paigns; whose political philoso- 
phy is strongly behind that of 
Senator Joe McCarthy. It takes 
other forms, too, does this strug- 
gle for men’s minds. 


One secret of the Communists 
is their discipline. They demand 
unquestioning obedience. 
Changes in Communist tactics 
do not dismay the dedicated 
Communist. He does not ques- 
tion. When he dares question he 
is finished as a Communist. It 
is this authoritarian cortrol 
which makes it attractive to 
those individuals who want 
someone to tell them what to do, 
who do not wish to face deci- 
sions. 

In Russia the most dangerous 
feature is this control of educa- 
tion and of the intellect. Millions 
of Russians may not write, 
speak or communicate their real 
thoughts. 

But, the struggle goes down to 
the local levels. There are men 
and women who want to impose 
their own personal judgments on 
what we shall be permitted to 
read; what books may be sold 
or placed in the library. There 
are others who want to have 
achools teach a certain brand of 
this or that. Universities often 
meet with similar pressures. So 
do newspapers and ministers. 

It all comes down to faith in 
the facts, confidence in truth. 

Columbia University does well 
to give us this theme—and we 
will do well to accept it as our 
own for all years to come.

22 On Liner Killed Near Bogota; 
British Ground IIl-Fated Comets

The toll Monday rose to 72 persons killed in a series 
of plane crashes within the last 48 hours. 

In the latest tragedy, 22 persons 
were killed Monday when an 
Avianea Airlines passenger plane 
crashed near Bogota, Colombia. 
None of the plane's 19 passengers 
and three crewmen survived. 

It was the fourth large plane to 
crash in a two-day period. The 
greatest toll was taken by the 
crash of a British Comet jet air- 
liner into the Mediterranean off 
the Italian coast Sunday.

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Ike’s Proposals Are 
Middle-of-the-Road 


The President’s special messages to 
Congress outlining his administration’s 
approach to the farm and labor problems 
are not revolutionary in content. He had 
indicated such programs in his State-of- 
the-Union speech and the basic ideas have 
been kicked around Washington for quite 
some time. ‘* | 

On the farm front the recommenda- 
tion that $2,500,000,000 of present farm 
surpluses held in government warehouses 
be “frozen” should have a beneficial mar- 
ket effect. Congressional action in this re- 
gatd should certainly halt the continuing 
price declines and stabilize the farm in- 
come picture at least for the present. 

His proposal for flexible price supports 
will have tough going. Southerners and 
many Western representatives in Congress 
will favor rigid supports and acreage con- 
t to the last. While flexible supports 
that take production into account may 
permit freer competition in world mar- 
kets, the income of the average farmer 
would be directly affected. 

"However, the President's request that 
adjustment of the support program be 
accomplished “gradually” is in line with 
his moderate approach. Whether the flex- 
ible support program could provide a 
more permanent solution to the farm pro- 
duction problem can be proved only if it 
is tried. Proponents of the rigid support 
policy say that it would be disastrous. 


The 14 changes proposed in the Taft- 
Hartley Act are neither revolutionary nor 
reactionary. They make concession to both 
labor and management. The proposal to 
require a vote of membership before a 
strike can be called seems fair and demo- 
cratic. It could go along way toward 
eliminating the useless strike called Uy 
irresponsible leaders for trivial causes. 


These first two major legislative pro- 
posals of the administration will now get 
a thorough airing in Congress and in the 
public opinion halls of the nation. Out of 
them should come concrete action, al- 
though the farm program has the lesser 
chance of adoption. Congress must act 
on the latter, however, since the present 
price support program expires Dec. 31, 
1954. Time is running out.

Let’s Have the Facts 
On Evils of Lobbying 


The Fulton County Grand Jury will 
do the State of Georgia a valuable serv- 
ice if it conducts a no-holds-barred inves- 
tigation of lobbying in the Georgia Legis- 
lature. The subject needs a thorough air- 
ing and indictments ‘would be in order if 
the facts sustain charges that have been 
made. 


And there’s no doubt about the se- 
riousness of the charges brought by Ful- 
ton Sen. G. Everett Millican, first made 
on the floor of the General Assembly and 
now in an article in The Journal-Constitu- 
*tion magazine. He will take his specific 
information to the grand jury and we 
hope the latter does an exhaustive job. 


“I am convinced,” Mr. Millican said, 
“that some lobbyists are as powerful in 
getting bills passed or defeated as is the 
General Assembly itself.” 


So serious has the problem become 
that Legislators find it difficult to get 
any work done. Representatives of spe- 
cial interest groups, whom the senator 
quite frankly implies are loaded with 
funds, have free run of the Capitol—even 
the Assembly floor itself. 


The senator charges that the bills to 
curb loan sharks in the state was def- 
initely “killed by the action of paid lob- 
byists.” In other words, legislation that 
affected the welfare of every citizen of 
Georgia was defeated by the efforts of 
those responsible for the evil. 


How many other bills in the interest of 
all Georgia have suffered a like demise? 

We realize, of course, that the ma- 
jority of legislators are decent, conscien- 
tious lawmakers. But what about the 
“bad apples” of whom Mr. Millican 
speaks? 

By all means, let the Fulton County 
Grand Jury proceed with its investigation. 
The courts are the place to initiate action 
that might be the only way to save decent 
representative government in Georgia.

The Southeast Forest Experiment Sta- 
at Lake City, Fla. has alerted all 
woodsmen to be on the lookout for the 


long and straight in the bole for saw- 
milling purposes. 

If enough of these par excellent trees 
can be found, plant scientists are certain 
that a race can be developed to replace 
the scrubby stricken-looking growth of 
much of the Coastal Plain. Early experi- 
ments with pines that were lavish pro- 
ducers of gum have been successful, and 
a stock that produces twice as much gum 
as the average tree has been developed. 


By research and experimeat. the 
South has bred up its livestock and its 
row and cover crops. Now comes the pine, 
one of the most important sources of re- 
gional income. 

The race between increasing popula- 
tion and production is an endless one, 
and the very survival of mankind de- 
pends on its outcome. It has been ex- 
tended even to trees.

The Georgia Historical Commission 
has promised to $tart soon on exploratory 
excavations to establish the exact location 
of government buildings in the Chero- 
kees’ capital city. 

The friends of the project at Calhoun 
hope that the Historical Commission will 
throw its weight, financial and otherwise, 
behind the proposed restoration. 

We hope so, too. New Echota has a 
historical significance that is far more 
than local. The opportunity is there to 
build, not merely a tourist attraction, but 
also a memorial to a distinct and unique 
phase in the history of Georgia and of the 
nation.

South Begins Attack 
On Mental Illness 


At the request of the Southern Gov- 
ernors Conference, the Southern Regional 
Education Board will study the multiple 
problems of mental health in the area. 

A committee has been appointed that 
will recommend to the conference the 
steps that should be taken to provide more 
research into the cure and prevention of 
mental illnesses. Another function of the 
group is to suggest means by which 
Southern teaching institutions can train 
more psychiatrists and psychologists and 
others to work in this badly undermanned 
field. 

Mental illness has become one of the 
more alarming national problems and un- 
der the strain of modern living its inci- 
dence is on the increase. The Georgia 
State Hospital at Milledgeville has more 
than 10,000 patients, and it is estimated 
that approximately 60 per cent of the beds 
of all Veterans Administration hospitals 
are occupied by mental cases. 

Ilinesses of the mind once were con- 
sidered a dark disgrace and treatment by 
and large consisted in keeping the patient 
out of sight. With the advance of knowl- 
edge concerning this most baffling of hu- 
man failings the approach is changing 
from negative to positive. 

A lot of mental illnesses can be cured, 
and more can be prevented. The mil- 
lenium still is a long way off, and will 
be reached only through intensive re- 
search and public education on what still 
is a rather delicate subject.

Those especially interested in further public development of our river 
systems along previously established patterns found from President 
Eisenhower’s annual message to Congress that he does not intend to 
call a halt in one area where he has jurisdiction, the Interior Depart- 
ment, on administrative actions which conservationists feel are en- 
dangering this development program. 


What is going on is by no means 
“dynamic”’ or ‘‘forward-looking,” 
as President Eisenhower has pre- 
scribed, but stultifying. 

What the President did in his 
message was merely to reaffirm 
the broad and vague ‘“‘statement 
of power policy’ issued several 
months ago by Secretary of In- 
terior McKay. Under that, private 
utilities are being given special 
privileges in the public domain. 
That, in the end, will mean ex- 
ploitation for their profit of re- 
sources that belong to all the peo- 
ple, with higher rates for con- 
sumers and ineffectual develop- 
ment and utilization of the remain- 
ing great power potentials along 
our river systems. 

In his message the President 
said: ‘““‘The Federal Government 
will continue to construct and op- 
erate economically sound flood con- 
trol, power, irrigation and water 
supply projects wherever these 
projects are beyond the capacity 
of local initiative, public or private, 
and consistent with the needs of 
the whole nation.” 

How eAsily such loose language 
can be twisted — and has been 


ed 


to reverse long-established pro- 
grams and policies can be seen 
in any number of cases. 

There is, for instance, the In- 
terior Department's abandonment 
of support for projected public de- 
velopment of Hell's Canyon in the 
Snake River along the Idaho-Ore- 
gon boundary, and the preference 
thus indicated for piecemeal de- 
velopment by the “‘local’’ Idaho 
Power Company which is owned 
largely by Eastern interests. 

For another, there is the tem- 
porary arrangement still awaiting 
final decision which deprives ru- 
ral electric cooperatives in Geor- 
gia and South Carolina of prefer- 
ences in the sale of power from 


. the Clark Hill project which is 


guaranteed by law. There is, for 
another case, the discrimination 
against REA cooperatives in the 
Missouri Basin and in favor of 
private utilities. 

Friends of public power have 
been aroused by successive threats 
all over our map, and have forced 
investigations in both House and 
Senate. |

This subject I approach all a-quiver. I spoke briefly

The coaches have been meeting in conjunction with the NCAA 
in Cincinnati. Next, the Football Rules Committee, led by Fritz 
Crisler, who doesn’t play the fiddie, scurries off to Sarasota. 
Fla., to consider new legislation for the game. 

Sometimes the rules committee bends a willing ear toward 
Cincinnati and what the coaches have established as their prefer- 
énces. And sometimes they pay them no’ more attention than a 
mother-in-law.
